A great num- 
ber of people in Lima have suffered 
from this disease, thinking it noth- 
ing but a slight cola in the eyes or an 
irritation of the eye lids and eye 
balls. 


Many pupils in the schools have 


been troubled with it, and the peo- 
ple have become accustomed to at- 
tribute its cause to measles, but this 
is a mistake, as it has no connection 
whatever with

caused the medical fraternity consid- 
erable anxiety, and they, so far, have 
been unable to tell from what or how 
the disease originated. It has never 
before been known to have visited 
America. It is believed that there 
Is a bacteria that is carried in the 
air by which it is scattered and com- 
municated to the eyes.

ONE HUNDREDTH 


Anniversary of Horace Mann to be 


Celebrated Monday. 


A-Ssirf-Sissrsriw—5be ~?0^2d«» «£ 9"? 


Common School Syitem, 


Next Monday will be the one hun- 


Iredth anniversary of the birth of 
Horace Mann, the father of.our com- 
mon school system. He is without a 
toubt the greatest educator that 
America has ever produced. 
What 


Pestalozzl is to Swltierland.. Horace, 
Mann is to America. 


He is known as a statesman and 


elocutionist. He was born in Mas- 
sachusetts and became a prominent 
awyer. In 1837 he represented his 
State in the Massachusetts Senate, 
and while in this position he was ap- 
pointed secretary_pf the newly cre- 
ited Board of Education in that 
State. He held this position for . 11 
rears, and during that time is said to 
lave averaged fifteen hours of labor 
each day. His first great work in 


reorganization of the school sys- 


tem was in having established a' sys- 
tem of normal schools, paid commit- 
tees to examine the schools, county 
conventions and- teachers' institutes 
for a free interchange of ideas and 
experiences. In 1843 he was sent to 
Europe to examine the schools and to 
obtain information which could be 
made available at home. On his re- 
turn home he published his "7th an- 
nual report," which created a won- 
derful sensation and made him for. 
ever prominent and foremost as an 
educator. In this he criticized the 
methods in use in this country in 
comparison with those of Germany. 
This drew upon him the ire and an- 
imosity of a great manf .teachers, 
who, in a report, attempted to con- 
trovert the facts in his report, but 
he was a "Napoleon" in his work and 
could not be overthrown. It was he 
who first advocated the grading of 
the common schools. 


In 1849 Mr. Mann entered the Ha- 
tional House of Representatives, suc- 
ceeding John QuincY Adams. 1 


In I860 he accepted the presidency 


of Ajatioch college, at Yellow Springs, 
Ohio, and while he was at its head, 
the institution was known and recog- 
nized as the greatest institution in 
Ohio. 
Boston honors him. 
On the Bos- 


ion commons, in front of the State 
House, his statue is erected, besides 
that of Charles Sumner, and with 
which it shares an equal honor.

The infectious disease, measles. 


was never more prevalent in this city 
than it has become during the past 
two weeks, and Dr. Laudick has as- 
sumed his duties as health officer 
with plenty of work to attend to. 
The sanitary men are kept- busy 
going to different portions of the 
city to tack placards onto the 
outside the infected houses. During 
the twenty-four hours beginning yes- 
terday morning and ending this 
morning, eight new cases were re- 
ported and the houses placarded. It 
Is quite probable that there are even 
more cases in existence than those 
reported, because in many cases phy- 
sicians are not called, and unless the 
cases are reported by some one of the 
citizen in the neighborhood of the 
infected house, or a member of the 
family wherein a case ha.-; developed, 
the heaitn authorities know nothing 
about it. 


Sevsrsl case* have heeo heard of 


by the sanitary officers, and upon in- 
vestigation they have in some in- 
stances found two cases in one family 
and no attending physician, and no 
inclination upon the part ot heads of 
the families to make a report of the 
cases. 


No precautions other than the pla- 


carding of the houses, have been ta- 
ken to prevent or diminish the rapid

IDS numbers of new cases. School 
children contract the disease from 
some source or other, and when their 
wises ucTclop sufficiently for their 
parents to detect the nature of their 
illness, they are taken out of school. 
There are many exposures that result 
sometimes 
from carelessness and 


negligence upon the part of childrens' 
parents. 
Fortunately, 
however, 


the disease has not been at all severe 
in the majority of the cases so far. 
There has been but one fatality from 
measles this spring, and that was the 
case of black measles which caused 
the death of a five year-old child on

Jones»is walking on a wager for 


$10,000 which tne Police Gazette made 
with Silver Dollar Smith, a noted 
sport of New York City. Jones is s 
rather small fellow, and has as hi? 
companion a small dog, eleven years 
o'.d, which he claims has twice been 
around the world. To win the wager 
of the Police Gazette he must return 
with the dog aiive, and must cover 
the distance of 11,000 miles in less 
than twelve months in order to beat 
the twelve-months record. He ex- 
pects to cover the distance in eight 
months. 
Already he has covered 


1,320 miles, having started from New 
York April 4th. Up to Alliance he 
had averaged f>5A miles a day, thus 
being ahead of his scheduled time, »s 
it would require an average of only 
35 miles a day to beat the record. 


He is compelled to register at every 


station and Is not allowed to pay for 
anything to eat or a place to sleep. 
He claims to be the champion walker 
of the world, having held a $10,000

Plttsburg to San Francisco on a 
wager also, but is not fast enough 
company for the other pedestrian.
